persons are reported dead and fifty 
or more injured in the simultaneous 
eruption of Stromboli volcano and 
an earthquake on Stromboli island, 
one of the Aerolian group near here.

cano's cone high into the air a great 
stream of Java descended upon San 
Bartolo and-other villages. 


Four destroyers and torpedo boats, 


ioaded -with provisions, tents and 
medical supplies, as well as compan- 
ies of city firemen, with

have been sent from ZMessina to as- 
sist the victims. 


Stromboli is a small island with 


a population of 2,800. It is situated 
near the steamship route from Mes- 
sina to Naples.

A 
simple tone sounded into the . cat's 
ear gave rise to 'that tone in - the 
receiver. The observer was able to

The circuit was made by placing 


one-end1 of a wire on' the cat's audi- 
tory nerve near the medulla of its 
brain and grounding the other end 
on the cat's body after" completing 
the circuit through, the amplifer 
and telephone receiver.

Youthful War Veteran and 


Judge Is New Choice of 
Citizens

had completed the Job of municipal 
housecleaning which it began July 
22 with the recall of Mayor Charles 
Bowles. 


By a flourish of ballots that broke 


all previous records, the 
voters

Bowles — running as one of five 
candidates—for another chance and 
elected in his place a youthful, red- 
headed judge 
and 
war 
veteran, 


Fiank Murphy. Bo-nles, running 
under the provision of the Michigan 
statute which makes a recalled offi- 
cial automatically a candidate when 
his successor is chosen, was runner 
up. 


One of the surprises of the elec- 


tion was the 
comparatively poor 


showing of former Mayor John W". 
Smith, who was defeated last fall 
by Bowles. Smith ran a poor fourth, 
with only a communist in hlg rear. 
Smith, suffering his third defeat In 
three years, has virtually eliminated 
himself as a contender in municipal 
politics. 
Murphy, however, 
drew 


thousands of votes that wont to 
Smith in previous jeais. 


TRAILS BOLES 


Georgo Engel, former member of 


tho civil service commission 
and 


one-time commissioner of 
public 


works, trailed Bowles by only a few 
thousand. Engel was the choice of 
tho forces that led the fight to re- 
call Bowles last July. He had the 
support of the Detroit News and 
the Detroit Free Press. 


Bowles made a surprisingly strong 


showing. In the recall election in 
July he had 90,000 supporters out 
of 210,000 votes. He virtually re- 
tained this following intact. 


In electing Murphy, 
the voters 


turned to someone not altogether un- 
familiar with public service. Murphy 
retired from tho recorder's court 
bench to run at the suggestion of 
the Detroit Times, Hearst newspa- 
per. Having shown ability in other 
years as a vote getter, he was vir- 


tually drafted by the Times for this 
campaign. 


From tho time he served as assist- 


ant United States district attorney, 
following the war. Murphy has been 
known as n liberal. Ho has shown 
somo understanding of social prob- 
lems. His advocacy ot old age pen- 
sions for Michigan probably 
won 


him many votes at a time when un- 
employment lias raised tho question 
of public dependency. It is probable, 
too, that his old ago pension Ideas 
brought to his sido many oC the le- 
gion of Detroitert who made an un- 
canomzed saint of Jerry BucUey, 
slain radio announcer. 


Buckley had devoted much of his 


time to tho unemployment problem 
and was pressing an old ago pension 
bill for presentation to the next 
legislature. 


Murphy, still in his thirties, class- 


ifies somewhat as a. \islonary. His 
talents as an executive- remain to be 
tested. Former Mayor Smith assailed 
him during tho campaign for "try- 
ing to pick pork chops out of the 
sky," a tribute to Murphj's social 
theorizing.

Everywhere else. a great' shortage 


of feed for cattle has resulted from 
the .drought, but Wisconsin, to the 
great dairy industry of .-which feed 
is .so important, had 109 per .cent of 
.the average of. the last five years. 
In Arkansas, West Virginia,. Ken- 
tucky, and Virginia, there is now less 
than half the usual supply of feed, 
'"while everywhere else the shortage 
has'been .noted. 


Nevertheless, Wisconsin, indicates 


-that it -will need to buy nearly 2,000,- 
000 .bushels of. oats, for there is a 
deficit, of this kind of feed, the bu- 
reau found, this/ excludes .possible 
purchases within the state and re- 
lates to farmers only, not to-feed for 
city livestock or for industrial uses. 


A surplus of hay was found' in 


•Wisconsin,- Iowa" and other 
farm 


states, but there is a deficit of hay 
in the country as a whole. 


The survey, made as of Aug.'20, 


shows the following-.figures for Wis- 
consin:

'per .animal unit, as compared with 
the five-year average of 1,970 pounds;
